Approximately 1300 people, 
the largest audience to which 
Camicus has ever been pre¬ 
sented, filled the gymnasium 
Monday and Tuesday nights,

The Carnicus preview held 
on Saturday night, March 4, 
was also presented to a siza¬ 
ble audience with thirty-seven 
high schools being represen¬ 
ted.

Filmstrip Seen 
By Large Group 

“Communism on the Map,” 
a filmstrip shown at a UTMB 
assembly program March 2 at 
the Varsity Theatre, attracted 
several hundred students, al¬ 
most a full house. 

The controversial film and 
the accompanying narration 
by George Sisler, promotions 
editor of The Commercial Ap¬ 
peal, evoked a question from 
the floor by Dr. Leon Lantz. 
When the session was thrown 
open for a question and ans¬ 
wer period, Dr. Lantz asked 
Mr. Sisler if he was equating, 
or placing in the same cata- 
gory, communism with social 
democracy as it is practiced 
in England and with the 
brand of democracy practiced 
in the United States in the 
past quarter of century or so. 
A t first Mr. Sisler replied 
“yes,” but when questioned 
further on this point by Dr. 
Lantz, Mr. Sisler changed his 
answer to “no.” 

Asked later just what he 
intended to bring out by his 
question, Dr. Lantz said that 
while he, too, hated commun 
ism, he objected to having po¬ 
litical viewpoints not pertin¬ 
ent to the subject of commun¬ 
ism thrown at him along with 
the anti-communistic slant. He 
also said he objected to hav¬ 
ing certain interpretations of 
history presented as absolute 
facts. 

After the presentation of 
the picture and the narration, 
one student was heard to say 
of Mr. Sisler and the film, 
that certainly was a Republi 
can presentation judging by 
the way it seemed to smear 
former presidents Truman 
and Roosevelt.”

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Easter Means Many 
Things To Christians

In a few days UTMB stu 
dents will be going home for 
Easter holidays. To them as 
to Christians a 11 over the 
world, the observance will 
mean many different things. 

Did you know that Easter, 
one of our most beautiful 
Christian observances, has 
evolved from ancient pagan 
practices? 

In many ancient civiliza¬ 
tions a spring festival was 
held to honor pagan gods. The 
festivities and eating lasted 
for several days. Eggs, color¬ 
ed red to represent gaiety, 
were consumed in great num¬ 
bers during the celebration. 

Early Christians adopted 
the spring festival time to 
commemorate the resurrec¬ 
tion of Christ from the dead. 
But not until the year 325 
was a specific time set aside 
for the observance. 

The egg, in early Christian 
history, was colored red to 
symbolize the blood of Christ, 
but in modern times it is dyed 
many bright colors to repre¬ 
sent gaiety and happiness for 
a risen Lord. Also the egg 
has come to be regarded as 
symbolical o f the resurrec¬ 
tion, as it holds the see of 
new life. 

In many places, children 
are told that the rabbit lays 
Easter eggs, which are hidden 
for them to find. This is an 
adaption of the pagan custom 
of regarding the rabbit as an 
emblem of life. 

Sunrise services are held in 
many places on Easter morn¬ 
ing in commemoration of the 
resurrection as sunrise. There 
is a traditional belief that on 


Students Reveal 
Untasted Foods

Would you like to know 
what foods rank the highest 
as “never tasted foods” among 
college students here on our 
campus? 

According to a recent sur¬ 
vey made by the Nutrition 331 
class of 48 men and women 
on our campus, the following 
foods were checked most fre¬ 
quently as foods which had 
never been tasted: rubarb pie, 
avacado, kidney, broccoli, ap¬ 
ricots (canned and dried) 
brussel sprouts, escerole, ruta- 
baggas, scallops, soybeans, 
crab, tongue, cream-of-wheat, 
succatosh, raspberries, lamb 
frog legs, olives, endive, col- 
lards, heart, figs, parsnips, 
and oysters. 

Certain foods are character 
istic of each section of the 
country. What may be served 
frequently in the section of 
the country where you are 
from may be rarely served 
where someone else is from. 
This accounts for the reason 
many people have never tast¬ 
ed certain foods. 

Checked as best-liked foods 
were cake, candy, apples, 
white bread, bananas, grapes, 
ham, ice cream, oranges, 
fresh peaches, pecans, pies, 
do - nuts, and strawberries. 
Most o f these foods were 
checked as best-liked by all 
the students. 

Next comes the foods which 
rank the highest according to 
students dislikes. They are: 
buttermilk, beets, heart, oys¬ 
ters, pumpkin, squash, tongue, 
and cauliflower. Some o f 
these dislikes may come as a 
surprise to you, but just re¬ 
member that everyone has his 
own particular food tastes.

Peace Corps To 
Enlist Students 

BY HARRIET DREWRY 
President John F. Kennedy 
has proposed organization of 
a Peace Corps as part of his 
New Frontiers program. The 
peace corps will involve the 
placement of young Ameri¬ 
cans in actual operational 
work in newly developing 
areas of the world. 

A volunteer organization, 
the peace corps will appeal 
primarily to young college 
graduates who will serve two 
or three years. Peace corps 
volunteers will go to teach, to 
build, or to work in the com¬ 
munities to which they are 
sent. 

Newly developing nations 
have a need for skilled man 
power in positions such as 
teaching, working on health 
projects, agricultural projects 
and rural development pro¬ 
grams, large-scale construc¬ 
tion and industrial projects, 
and public administration. 
Latin America, Africa, and 
Asia particularly need Peace 
Corps volunteers. 

The Peace Corps must be a 
cooperative venture of the 
whole American people. Al¬ 
though it will be a basic com¬ 
ponent of our whole overseas 
program, the resources, ener¬ 
gy, and experience of private 
agencies, colleges and univer¬ 
sities, foundations, trade un¬ 
ions, and civic and religious 
bodies will be required. Par¬ 
ticular emphasis is put on uni¬ 
versities as agents for carry¬ 
ing out many Peace Corps pro¬ 
jects. 

Volunteers will be selected 
through a nation wide recruit¬ 
ment program and will be 
trained, as much as is feasi¬ 
ble, in colleges and universi¬ 
ties. When the corps gets 
started, training may be inte¬ 
grated within the four year 
college curriculum of students 
interested in going overseas 
after graduation. 

The peace corps will pro- 
bably be launched early this 
year so that qualified people 
from this year's graduating 
classes will not be lost. Al¬ 
ready, many applications have 
been received. 

The Peace Corps is a new 
field of service and adventure 
equipped to meet the needs 
of mankind. The appeal for 
qualified young people to 

serve is nationwide _ right 

down to UTMB. The response, 
like the problems, must be 
towering and unprecedented. 

A questionnaire application 
will be mailed to colleges and 
universities soon and may be 
obtained b y interested stu¬ 
dents.

Called 'Misfits' 


“For years it was proclaim¬ 
ed from every side that this 
generation of college students 
just didn’t have it—that it 
was a ‘silent,’ ‘conformist,' 
‘don’t - give - a - dam,’ genera¬ 
tion. Instead of being Toet,’ 
the youth of today were mis¬ 
placed, cautious, reserved, cal¬ 
culating, they seemed to be¬ 
long already to the middle- 
aged at heart. 

“This was particularly not¬ 
iceable at football games, 
when the new breed tended to 
look down their noses at the 
enthusiasm of the old grads; 
it was out of style to be ‘gung- 
ho’ about anything. Vanity 
athletes were now the sub¬ 
ject, not of hero-worship, bat 
of condescending cracks; and 
the campus rebel was a tiling 
of the past. Nothing mattered 
much beyond getting a degree 
and making a lot of money 
afterwards. 

“To some, this apathy was 
most frightening with regard 
to politics. A poll of Midwes¬ 
tern campuses showed the stu¬ 
dents bored not only by lib¬ 
eral slogans, but by conserva¬ 
tive ideals: they voted down 
free enterprise and free 
speech with equal unconcern, 
thought that foreigners were 
not to be trusted, and demon¬ 
strated indifference toward 
even the necessity for an hon¬ 
est government. 

“The poverty of idealism 
seemed epitomized by the 
‘beatniks,’ who stood for neg¬ 
ation pure and simple, and 
who succumbed to commer¬ 
cialization almoet at birth. 

“Then, last spring, the out¬ 
raged student of South Korea 
led the rebellion against the 
dictatorial rule of Syngman 
Rhee. There was general a- 
mazement in this country. 
(‘You know, my kids don't 
bother about things lit* that 
as long as they get their allow¬ 
ance on time’); thii was in¬ 
creased by the similar upris¬ 
ings in Turkey. The feeling 
began to spread that perhaps 
the Communists were behind 
the world awakening of the 
young—perhaps because peo¬ 
ple had forgotten the students 
who set the example, the ones 
who threw rocks at tanks on 
the streets of Budapest four 
long years ago. 

“In the past few months, 
there has been a stirring here. 
Students on the West Coast 
demonstrated against what 
they considered governmental 
intolerance; colored students 
Staged sit-ins that rocked the 
nation. At the other extreme, 
student organizations demand¬ 
ing a complete repeal of the 
social progress since the 
Great Depression were being 
founded throughout the coun¬ 
try. The College Youth for 
Goldwater swelled in member¬ 
ship and volume. And, among 
those stirred by neither left 
-nor right - wing radicalism, 
there was an enthusiastic re¬ 
sponse to the appeal of Pres¬ 
ident Kennedy for volunteers 
for a youth Peace Corps. Hun¬ 
dreds were now asking what 
they could do for their coun¬ 
try and their faith. 

“The contented generation 
has been stirring, restlessly, 
seeking an outlet for an ideal¬ 
ism that the long drought had 
not quenched. The silent gen¬ 
eration may soon speak.”
